The appointment of one Commissioner in the Sixth Judicial District, 
was left for Governor Roosevelt to fill, which he did by naming Mr 
Edward G. Wyckoff of Ithaca. 

The first meeting of the Commission was held in the State Capital or 
Tuesday', December 27th, and an organization was effected by the electior 
of Norton P. Otis of Yonkers for President; Lamott M. Blakely of Lyons 
for Vice-President, and Mrs. Clarence Burns as Secretary pro-tem. At the 
meeting, the question of Secretary under the law was discussed at som< 
length, but action was deferred and the Commission adjourned to meet it 
New York on the 16th day of January, 1900. 

Prior to the assembling of this meeting, a conference was held witl 
Commissioner-General Peck, representing the United States, and certaii 
lines of work to be followed by the New York State Commission were dis 
cussed. At this second meeting, committees were appointed as follows : 
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Executive Committee: Horace C. Brewster, Rochester; Thomas R. 
Proctor, Utica; A. E. Bonesteel, Troy. 

Auditing Committee: Dr. Clarkson C. Schuyler, Plattsburg; Mrs.M.H. 
McKee, Saratoga Springs; Emile TwN^effort, New York. 

The Executive Committee was em])owered to estimate the cost of an 
exhibit at Paris and to introduce a bill in the Legislature asking for a 
suitable appropriation. 

At the third meeting of the Commission, held May 24-th, 1900, in New 
York, it was reported that the Legislature had appropriated $00,000 for 
carrying on the work of the Commission, but that $10,000 of that amount 
was appropriated towards the Lafayette Monument, and a like amount 
was to be used in the Department of Education. 

The work of the Commission was subdivided so that each one bore a 
certain responsibility' to the exhibits which were to be made. 

It seemed to the Commission that the most im])ortant lines of work on 
which we could engage, would be to exploit our excellent dairy products 
and our fruit, both fresh and dried, but it was also thought that it would 
be ap])ropriate and important that every effort should be made by the 
Commission and its officers to induce the manufacturers to make as fine an 
exhibit at Paris as ])ossible. While it was well known that it was impos- 
sible for New York State to secure sj^ace that would be distinctly and 
separately a State exhibit, still we were satisfied that, with the proper 
amount of energy, sufficient space could be secured by the United States 
under the grouping system to make a most creditable display. On the 
basis of the a])propriation, the Commission determined that its work 
should lie along the following definite lines : 

1st : A full display of the varied butter and cheese products manu- 
factured in the State of New York. 

2d : A c()m])lete exhibit of our fruit industries, es])ecially in the 
western part of the State, including fresh and dried fruits. 

8(1: Lnder the law, an exhibit of the educational work of the State. 

4-th : An exhibit of our native woods, both polished and in the rough. 

r)th : A transportation exhibit, showing especially the development 
in yacht building, with models of the various cup defenders. 

()th : Relief map of the City of New York, and as complete a display 
of photograj)hs showing the industrial features of our several manufac- 
tories as it was possible to obtain. 

7th : \ well furnished headquarters at the Exposition in Paris which 
would be looked upon as the home of New Yorkers, and which should 
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contain the daily papers published in various parts of the State, Ameri- 
can magazines, writing material, a bureau of information, and all con- 
veniences and comforts that could be bestowed upon our guests. 

It was also decided to render assistance when possible to those con- 
templating making an exhibit and to furnish any information within our 
power. 

At this meeting Commissioner Ludwig Nissen was elected Treasurer 
and Colonel William M. Griffith of Utica was elected Secretary. 

The next meeting of the Commission was held in Utica, November 
2d, at which time it was determined after some discussion to secure an 
exhibit of embroideries, tapestries, and decorative work. 

In connection with this work, Mrs. McKee and Mrs. Bums were re- 
quested to take full charge thereof. The Commission at this meeting 
also delegated full power to Commissioner Blakeh' to act in the matter of 
the fruit exhibit as he saw fit, and to Commissioner Phillips to act in a 
similar manner in all matters pertaining to the dairy exhibit. 

At the meeting of the Commission held February 23d, 1900, the Commis- 
sion appropriated $750 each to Commissioners Phillips and Blakely for 
expenses to be incurred in installing the dairy and fruit exhibits at the Ex- 
position. The sum of $600, which was afterward by vote, under a resolu- 
tion passed at a regular meeting, increased to $750, was granted to Mrs. 
Metcalfe for her expense in connection with her work in Paris. 

This meeting practically closed up the work of the Commission prior to 
the opening of the Exposition. 

During all the year, the Secretary, working under the various resolu- 
tions adopted by the Commission, was busy securing exhibits, giving in- 
formation, and doing all the preliminary work that was necessary. 
Through the efforts to a great extent of the Commission, and after several 
interviews with the Mayor and the Commissioner of Public Works of 
the City of New York, a large relief map, made under the direction of 
Engineer Risse by the City of New York, was completed and shipped to 
Paris, where it attracted great attention and admiration. It was by far 
the largest and most complete map of the kind at the Exposition and re- 
flected great credit upon the city which it represented. 

Early in the history of the Commission, a careful consideration of the 
financial subject was given and certain sums were set aside to secure ex- 
hibits along the lines decided upon. The Commissioners all felt that under 
the law, perhaps as important work as any, would be the maintenance 
and care of rooms in Paris, which would be a rendezvous for all New York 
State people. 
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Iinniediatelv upon arrival in Paris, it became the duty of the assistants 
to familiarize themselves with the city, in anticipation of the numerous de- 
mands for information that would be made upon them at the rooms when 
the Exposition opened. 

It was thought that the majority of American visitors would have 
but a short time at their disposal, and that they would naturally wish to 
see not only the Exposition, but Paris, and that any information as to 
what to see and how to see in a limited time, would be acce]3table. Ac- 
cordingly, ma])s were studied, the routes to dift'erent ])laces traced, and a 
list made of the interesting sights well worth seeing. 

It was thought advisable also, before the opening of the Iix])Ositi()n, to 
make a c()m])lete list of boarding houses that would suit the needs of all 
American visitors. A thorough canvas of the j)cnsit>ijs in the different 
(piarters of the city within a radius of a mile from the Ivx])()sition grounds 
was made and prices obtained. This ins|)ecti()n was a careful and personal 
one, and the information obtained was i)ut into a book which could be 
easily referred to when occasion denuinded. It was thus ])()ssible to give 
to one desiring a boarding |)lace a list complete in every ])articular, section 
of city, price of room with or without board, floor, and comments upon 
the general a])pearance, which often facilitated a selection. 

A large number of letters were also written to the different liotels and 
their rates obtained, and in short, a very complete bureau of information 
w«as established. 

The work of installation was done in conjunction with the United 
States officials. This was somewhat delayed by the fact that the build- 
ings were far from complete at the time of the opening of the Ivxposition. 
Then there was the difliculty of securing the goods from the seaboard 
because of the great congestion of freight on the French railroads. How- 
ever, it is a satisfaction to be able to say that the I'nited States was not 
behind any of the other nations, and that the goods re])resenting New York 
were among the first to be completely installed. 

The system ad()])ted by the T^rench government of dividing all exhibits 
into groups and insisting by arbitrary rule thai exhibitors should adhere 
closely to this grouping, made the work much greater, for it freipiently 
ha])])ene(l that one exhibitor would be compelled to make his display in 
several different grouj)s, ])erchance each far removed from the others. Vet 
it was universally conceded that the taste displayed by the New York ex- 
hibitors reflected great credit u|)on the houses and exhibits re])resented. 
The duties of the assistants in the New York room were varied. The 
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principal one, of course, was to assist in every way to make visitors, and 
especially New Yorkers, comfortable. A close watch was kept of the regis- 
ter and an esi^ecial welcome given to people from our State. Souvenirs in 
the form of buttons for men and pins for women, with the coat of arms of 
New York State, were freely given to visitors from our State, and these 
very often served to establish friendly relations between the recipients and 
the donors. 

New York has come out of this with an enviable reputation for hospi- 
tality, for the thousands of people who visited the rooms appreciated the 
cordial welcome extended them. As an evidence of the value ofthe New- 
York room, it is interesting to note that nearly 13,000 people registered 
during the existence of the Exposition. This does not represent by any 
means the total number that entered our headquarters, for there were 
many thousands who made use of the room freely for reading and corre- 
spondence who neglected to register. It was usually well filled with people, 
who made good use of the magazines and papers which were provided. 
Most of the prominent journals of the State sent copies of their papers, and 
these were kept on file and much used. 

An exclamation often heard was: **0h, here is our home paper! '* 
** Doesn't it seem good to see it.'' The principal magazines and illustrated 
papers were always on hand, and that they were appreciated was proven 
by the fact that they were invariably in a dilapidated condition. 

The care of the magazines and newspapers involved considerable work. 
Every mail brought from fifty to a hundred papers, and these had to be 
filed and the old ones removed. Then every day a careful list was made of 
New York State visitors, and once each week these lists were mailed to the 
home papers. For instance, all Rochester names were sent to the Roches- 
ter paj^ers with the Paris address given. In addition to the lists thus sent, 
very frequently some little item of interest was added. This work grew to 
be quite formidable during the months of July and August, the New York 
City names alone numbering often two hundred. As New York City was 
represented by twelve papers, the lists involved a great deal of labor. 

The attendants had qualified themselves to give any information that 
might reasonably be required of them in the matter of good boarding 
places and the best way to employ the time in sightseeing. To aid in this 
direction, maps of the city and guides to the Exposition were frequently 
and freely distributed. Often letters would come asking the Secretary to 
secure boarding accommodations for parties for certain periods, and this 
was always carefully and promptly attended to. 
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There were numerous and frequent demands made upon our sympathies, 
for many owing to the faihire of their plans were practicall\' stranded in 
a foreign land. Attempts to secure |)ositions for those desiring Avork were 
made, and everything was done to help such unfortunate ones. The work 
of the Secretary and his assistants in this line was constant and varied, 
including almost every form of assistance that can be imagined. 

No room in the United States Pavilion more completely fulfilled its pur- 
pose than the New York room. The feeling of comfort which y)ervaded the 
atmosphere as (me entered the handsomely furnished room was most 
gratifying, and the fact that it was many limes a day an appointed meet- 
ing place for friends and that it was constantly a resting ])lace for weary 
sight seers, showed that Americans appreciated it thoroughly. **This is 
the most home-like place I have scxm since I left America,'* was a frecpient 
and always a hearty exclamation. 

The demands made upon the su])])Iy of stationery indicated that the 
writing tables with which the room was provided were ap])reciated. They 
were always in use. 

To the French ])eopre who thronged the Pavilion on fete days, it was a 
matter of surprise that so much space should have been devoted to a 
building which had in it no exhibits and nothing for sale, and it seemed 
hard for them to grasp the idea that it was designed as a sort of club 
house, an American rendezvous, where one could read, write, talk, or sim- 
ply rest and be comfortable. 

The work of the Commission was largely of a social nature. It 
was our privilege to entertain the large numbers of Americans who 
visited Paris during the summer. That our efforts were appreciated 
was evidenced by the comments of the press and the congratulatory re- 
marks of the numbers of visitors who attended the receptions given during 
the season. 

The Commissioners in Paris rc])resenting the State of New York came in 
contact with those from other States, and early felt the necessity of co- 
operation and cordial relationship. In order to promote these objects, we 
decided to tender to all State Commissioners in Paris a reception at our 
headcpiarters. This was held July IDth, and was one of the most success- 
ful and profitable of all the gatherings during the summer. It was very 
largely attended and was thoroughly enjoyable and helpful. It served to 
])nng the State Commissioners into close sympathy with each other, and 
the courtesy and hospitality of our State were enthusiastically appreci- 
ated. The following Commissioners were present : 
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Mrs. J. C. Card, from Oregon ; Dr. J. G. Pike, from Louisiana ; Mrs. Mary 
Frances Gibson, from Ohio; Mrs. Sara T. Kinney, from Connecticut; Mrs. 
Mary B. Knowles, from Oregon; Mrs. Lelia Seton Wilder, from Alabama; 
E. M. Hummell, from Pennsylvania; M. Idelman, from Wyoming; J. Lind- 
say Johnson, from Georgia; Leo Hirsch, from Alabama; Mrs. F. L. 
Albright, from New Mexico; W\ W^ Foote, from California ; Major B. Tru- 
man, from California; Secretary V. W. Gatchell, of California Commission. 

The aim of the Commission at the public receptions was to invite as 
many New York people as could be reached, and then Americans in general 
and distinguished foreigners. 

The first reception, July 26th, was given in honor of our Ambassador 
to France, General Horace Porter, Senator Chauncey M. Depew, and 
United States Commissioner-General Peck. 

Unfortunately, Dr. Depew was called away just before that date and 
could not be present. 

This was the first time that the Pavilion had been opened for an affair 
of this kind, and it was an agreeable surprise to many to find it capable of 
such charming decoration and illumination. Electric lights, palms, 
flowers, and flags transformed its plain interior into a tasteful and hand- 
some reception hall. 

Although about 2,000 guests were present, the spacious building was 
not in the least crowded. The guests were received in the reception-room 
of New York State by Ambassador Porter, Commissioner-General and 
Mrs. Peck, National Commissioner and Mrs. Arthur E. Valois, Mrs. Daniel 
Manning, Director of Education and Mrs. Howard J. Rogers, President 
and Mrs. Norton P. Otis, Mr. and Mrs. Ludwig Nissen, Mrs. George W. 
Metcalfe, and Mr. and Mrs. William M. Griffith. 

An entertainment committee composed of young people helped to make 
the affair a social success. The New York Times (Paris edition) said of it: 

**The reception given la.st night by the New York State Commission in the United States 
Pavilion, was the great American event of the season in Paris. It brought together in a most 
delightful way almost every American in the capital of France, permanent residents and visi- 
tors. It was informal in the strictest sense of the word, and was, in fact, a real family gather- 
ing. The cordial welcome extended by the officers of the Commission put everybody in a 
happy mood, and the best of good feeling permeated the atmosphere. 

•*The reception was tendered to General Horace Porter, United States Ambas.sador to 
France ; to United States Senator Chauncy M. Depew, and to Mr. Ferdinand W. Peck, Com- 
missioner-General. About 2,000 invitations were issued and nearly all were accepted. The 
Committee on Invitiiion was composed of the New York Commissioners now in Paris, who 
are Norton P. Otis, Ludwig Nissen, Emile Twyeffort, and Mrs. George W. Metcalfe ; Mr. W. 
M. Griffith. Secretary of the^Com mission, was also on the committee. 
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"The guests were received in the handsome reception-room of the State of New York by 
the following receiving party : Ambassador Horace Porter, Commissioner-General and Mrs. 
Peck, National Commissioner Arthur E. Valois and Mrs. Valois, Mrs. Daniel Manning, 
Director of Education Howard J. Rogers and Mrs. Rogers, the above-mentioned New York 
Suite Commissioners, and Secretary Wm. M (Triffith and Mrs. Griffith. 

**The Entertaining Committee, composed mostly of young college people, was : Messrs. 
Sidney Otis, Norton Otis, Chas. Otis. Arthur Otis, Lester McLean, Hugh Van Siclan, Harper, 
Kimball, McCain. Cook. Frank Mcllwaine, Matthews Mauley, G. Nellis Crouse, Clarke, 
Harold Brooks, Estabrook, Cassassa, Dougherty, Misses Wolverton, Griffith, Rider, Richards, 
Hiise, Hall, Elinor Hall, Bray, Holmes, Nettie Holmes. Silvernail, Bronson, Randie. Rodri- 
guez, and Swan. 

"The Pavilion wiis bright in electric light and handsomely decorated with the American 
flags, gay bunting, palms, and flowers. Then the si)acious floor was full of beautiful women, 
in superb costumes, and handsome men, dancing to the music of a sui>erb orchestra. Al- 
together the scene was brilliant in the extreme. 

"The immense building was not crowded with the two thousand or more guests ])resent, 
and the reports sent out that the Pavilion is unsafe were shown to l)e absolutely untrue by the 
event of last night. With three or four hundred ])eople dancing not a tremor was felt in the 
building, and it was thoroughly tested by the big crowd present, which occu])ied every gallery 
and room as well its the main floor." 

The second reception was even a greater success. The Commission j)ro- 
fited by former experience and varied its arrangements sutticiently to make 
this an event perfect in every detail. 

This reception was given September 17th, in the Pavilion, which was 
again handsomely decorated with flags, shields, taj)estries, and palms, 
which were kindly loaned to us by the United States Commission. The 
main floor proved to be admirably adaj)ted for promenading and dancing, 
and the upper galleries were filled all the evening with those who preferred 
to take their enjoyment in a (juieter way by watching the brilliant throng 
below. 

Dainty refreshments were served throughout the evening at small tables 
in the rooms on the upper floors. 

This reception was given by the lady members of the Commission then 
in P«'iris, Mrs. Metcalfe and Mrs. Burns, in honor of the ladies of the United 
States Commissicm, Mrs. Potter Palmer and Mrs. Daniel Manning. These 
were assisted in receiving by Mrs. Ferdinand \V. Peck, Mrs. Norton P. 
Otis, and Mrs. William M.Ciriffith. Mr. Otis presented the guests, of whom 
there were about two thousand present. 

The Paris editiim of the New York Herald commented upon the recep- 
tion as follows : 

** A very successful recej)tit)n and entertainment were given on Monday night in the 
United States Pavilion by the New York State Commission. Mr. Norton P. Otis, President of 
the Commission, received the guests, of whom nearly two thousand were present. Mr. William 
M. Griflith, Secretary of the Commission, suixirintended all the arrangements, and contributed 
greatly to the success of the affair. 
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"The effect upon entering was extremely attractive, the decoratioas consistiDg chiefly of 
superb tapestnes. flags, streamers, and shields. The large rotuuda was used for promenading^ 
with the cloak room to the right, and an orchestra stationed in the small room across from the 
entrance. 

** The reception proper was held in the New York State room on the second floor, and here 
the guests of honor Mrs. Palmer. Mrs. Manning, Mrs. Bums, and Mrs. Metcalfe received, as- 
sisted by Mrs. Ferdinand W. Peck. Mrs. Norton P. Otis, and Mrs. William M. Griflfith." 

The social duties connected with the Commission were most agreeable 
though sometimes arduous. Besides the social work at the rooms, 
there were during the season man\' functions to which the members of the 
Commission in Paris and the Secretary were invited. 

Among these entertainments were receptions given at different times by 
President Loubet of the French Republic and the various Ministers, and 
dinners and fetes of a public character incident to the opening of the Ex- 
position and the Pavilions. 

To the Commission, the final result of the work in behalf of the State 
and its interests is very satisfactory. While it is impossible, at this writ- 
ing, to give an exact and {perfect list of the awards secured by New York 
State exhibitors on account of the fact that the French Government has 
the only complete list in existence and refuses to give it out in time for this 
publication, we are able to give approximately the final results of the vari- 
ous juries. So nearly as it is possible to judge, the United States took in 
all about 2,600 awards of all classes. Of that number, which is surpassed 
only by the French Government, Xew York State and its exhibitors carry 
off one-fifth, or 519, divided as follows: hors concours, six; grand prix, 
ninety-two; gold medals, one hundred and fort\'-three ; silver medals, one 
hundred and twenty ; and bronze medals, one hundred and fifty-six. 

The Commission received a grand prix or a gold medal in every depart- 
ment where it exhibited. 

Aj)j)ended to this report is a list of all who received any distinction in 
the way of awards. 

We also add a list of exhibitors from New York State with, so far as 
we have l>een able to secure the facts, the articles exhibited. 

The Commission, through its representatives, endeavored to be of 
every possible service to the various juries in making their awards, bring- 
ing to their attention the salient facts regarding exhibits where no direct 
representative was present, and we are satisfied that in so doing we added 
materially to the awards secured. 

With the exception of Massachussetts and California, no other State in 
the Vnion paid so much attention to the needs and requirements of 
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exhibitors, and no small part of the great results achieved by our State 
exhibitors can be traced directh' to our work. 

The Commission was well represented in Paris during the life of the 
Exposition. The following members reported and aided much in making 
the work effective: President Norton P.Otis, Vice-President Lamott M. 
Blakely, Treasurer Ludwig Nissen, and Commissioners Burns, Metcalfe, 
Twyeffort, Phillips, Bonesteel, and Marcy. 

It is fitting that especial mention should here l)e made of the splendid 
assistance rendered by Mrs. Metcalfe. Giving uj) her whole time in Paris, 
she was constantly on hand, helping in every possible way to make the 
work of the Commission successful. Much praise is her due, which the 
Commission gladly bestows. 

It was through the thorough work of Commissioners Blakely and 
Phillips that our great success in the fruit and dairy sections is mainly due. 
These gentlemen worked faithfulh', both j)rior to the opening of the Ex- 
position and throughout its existence, sending to Paris most creditable 
disj)lays that fully earned the distinction received. 



EMBROIDERIES AND TAPESTRIES. 

The exhibit of tapestries, embroideries, and needle work gathered under 
the suj)ervision of the lady members of the Commission, was a most satis- 
factory display, and attracted deserved attention. By a vote of the Com- 
mission, the following committee of selection had been appointed, each one 
an exj)ert in this character of work: Mrs. Richard Watscm (lilder, Mrs. 
Schuyler Van Rensselaer, Mrs. Candacc Wheeler, Mr. Louis Tifl'any, Mr. 
Lockwood DcForrest, and Mr. Chas DeKay. 

Through their selection and cflbrts the exhibitors in this department 
were as follows:

— ^lace and linen, white embroidery; two center pieces — ^lace and linen, 
white embroider}'.

All these exhibits were objects of attention and not a few were sold at 
good prices. The jury of awards in this class bestowed upon the exhibit- 
ors bronze medals and honorable mentions which, considering the large 
variet\' of exhibits of this character, was a most excellent result. Much 
credit is due to Mrs. Susan Gale Cooke, who was connected with the United 
States Commission and had special oversight of these exhibits. 



PHOTOGRAPHIC DISPLAY. 

The photographic display was not as extensive as we had anticipated. 
This, however, was largely due to the fact that under the grouping system 
adopted by the French Government, it was impossible for us to secure 
proper space for exhibiting. The j)hotographs that were displayed were of 
the best class, and the transparencies of New York City and vicinity, which 
were groujied around the great map of the City, attracted attention and 
favorable comment. They completed in a most satisfactory manner the 
display made by the City. 

In the same group were displayed the excellent series of photographs, 
that were sent to us from the cities of Rochester, Utica, and Saratoga 
Springs, while in the group of textiles could be seen the set of pictures 
showing the industries of Troy and vicinity. 
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The beautiful series of j)ieUires, embracing the views of our State capi- 
tal, found a resting place on the walls of our room, alongside the oil 
])ainting of Vice-President Roosevelt, which was the work of Bayard 
Tyler of Yonkers. 

The j)hotographs served their purpose in more ways than one. Not 
only were they object lessons of the prosperity of the State, but in more 
than one instance exhibitors received prizes because the jury was able not 
only to see the manufactured product, but the buildings where the goods 
were made. 



THE DAIRY EXHIBIT. 

We beg leave to attach hereto the rej)ort to the Commission of Com- 
missioner Phillij)s on the dairy exhibit at the Paris Exposition, and would 
respectfully make it a part of the report of the Commission : 

As one of the New York State Commissioners, of the fifth judicial dis- 
trict, to the Universal Exposition at Paris, 1900, having in charge the 
New York State Dairy Exhibit for the Exposition, I respectfully submit the 
following report — 

Tnder instructions from the State Commission, I was empowered to 
take full charge and to handle the dairy exhibit as in my judgment was 
deemed l)est for the interests of the exhibitors. 

In November, 1S91), I entered into correspondence with lion. Henry E. 
Alvord, chief of dairy division, in charge of exhibit of animal industry of 
the I'nited States to the Paris Exposition, and who had full control and 
direction of all the dairy exhibits of the Tnited States, and was guided in 
future operations by his advice. I visited the New York State Dairymen's 
Associatitm held at Cortland, N. Y., in December, 1S99, and there met Mr. 
Alvord, chief of the dairy division, together with a large numlKM* of the 
prominent cheese and butter makers of the State. 

The members of the Convention, assisted largely by S. Brown Richard- 
son, Assistant Dairy Connnissioner and the then President of the Associa- 
tion, manifested an active interest in the iK'st methods for securing a 
proper representation of dairy products of the State at the Paris Ex- 
position. 

The cheese for the first shipment, according to directions from the chief 
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of the dairy division, was to be all September and October make, 1899, 
while the butter for the same shipment was fresh-made goods. Various 
factories were visited and selections made of what was supposed to be 
the best products. In January and February, 1900, I purchased and 
shi[>[>ed to New York, to be placed in cold storage ready for the first ship- 
ment to Paris:— Fourteen boxes export and home trade cheese, vary^ing 
from forty -eight [)ounds to eighty pounds each ; two cases pineapple cheese; 
one dozen boxes Young America cheese; two cases Dawley's club cheese; 
one case D'lsigny cheese; one case neufchatel cheese; one case Philadel- 
dhia creams; one case de brie; one case muenster; one case wiener; 
eight packages butter in tubs, exj)ort boxes and prints. 

The products were not ship[)ed from New York until April, 1900, 
l>ecause of the delay in furnishing the building where they were to be 
placed at the Exposition. 

In accordance with the resolutions of your Commission passed in Jan- 
uary, 1900, a[)propriating seven hundred and fifty dollars ($750.00) for mv 
expenses to Paris, I sailed on March 15th, but found on my arrival there 
a sad state of incompleteness regarding accommodations for the dair\' 
exhibits. Major Alvord countermanded the orders for the early shipments, 
and it was not until some time in May that arrangements were made for 
receiving the exhibit. 

In July and August, the second shipment of butter and cheese was 
made, consisting of fancy factory and club cheese and choice creamer v 
butter, viz: eleven packages of butter; six cases pineapple cheese; seven 
boxes fancy cheeses from Bauniert's; one case Young America cheese; 
fourteen boxes large size export cheese; one case Dawley's club cheese. 

In addition to the above shipments, at the request of Major Alvord, 
chief of the dairy division, I ship|>ed several i)ackages of cheese and butter 
to the London Dairy Show, held in October, and was informed by chief of 
the dairy division that the showing of the products shipped was very fine, 
and reflected great credit on the State of New York. 

The whole «'imount apj)roj)riated by the State Commission was seven- 
teen hundred and fifty dollars ($1,750.00} to pay for the dair\' products 
and the ex|>enses connected therewith. The amount exj)ended by me 
has Ijeen, a|)proxiniately, eight hundred and eighty-six dollars and 
eighty-three cents ($SSr).83|. leaving in my hands to the credit of the 
Commission, eight hundred and sixty-three dollars and seventeen cents 
($S(>3.17), which amount, with the necessary vouchers, is hereby 
turned over to the State Commission. 
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It is a source of gratification to me as Commissioner to be able to 
report that the dairy products of the State of New York rank equal to 
those of any other State of the Union, and received a fair share of the 
premium awards from the constituted authorities at the P^xposition, 
as the following letter will show :

It gives me pleasure to inform you that we have just received from 
Major Henry E. Alvord, chief of dairy division, and now in charge of the 
United States animal exhibit at the Paris Exj)osition, a partial report of 
awards on the United States collective exhibit, which states that the indi- 
viduals and firms represented b\' the New York State Paris Exposition 
Commission receiving medals for exhibits are as follows: —

A full list of the awards as we now know them will be sent to the dairy 
papers within a few days.

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The creditable showing of the butter and cheese exhibit was of such excel- 
lence that Major Alvord was approached several times by large foreign 
buyers with requests for the names of the largest producers, especially of 
butter, who could furnish regular supplies from America; and at the AnnuaJ 
Dairy Show of the British Dairy Farmers' Association, held in London in 
October, the splendid showing of dairy products of this and some other 
States attracted much attention. 

I do not think the space given the State of New York at the Expo- 
sition for its dair\' exhibit was at all commensurate with the import- 
ance of the great dair3' industry' of the Empire State, or with the 
importance of the dairy exhibit furnished that Exposition by this Com- 
mission, for it seemed to me to be totalh' inadequate for the proper 
display of the products; but no one of the officials from this country- 
is in any way to blame for the limited space granted us, and it probably 
made no difference in the awards given us b}^ the jurors who passed on 
the exhibits. 

In the vast amount of space granted the great exhibitors from the 
United States, perhaps we were fortunate in getting even the small space 
allotted to us. It was originally intended to make a third shipment of dairy 
products, but after the premiums had been awarded on the shipment 
already made, it was thought a useless expenditure of money to continue 
the shipments. Possibl}^ we might have taken a few more premiums and 
possibly not. But whatever the results obtained, I feel that everything 
was done in the way of procuring the best material possible, and that great 
rare was taken in the selection of the best grade of dairy products, some of 
which scored 100, the highest mark given to exhibitors. We expected 
rather more awards, but feel very well satisfied with the thirteen premiums 
awarded. New York State is well in the front rank regarding the excellence 
of its dairy products. 

In closing my report, I desire to give great credit to Hon. Henry E. 
Alvord, Chief of the United States Dairy Division, Washington, D. C, and 
to R. A. Pearson, Acting Chief Dairy Division, for their suggestions and 
advice, and the w«'irm interest they took in making the dairy exhibit a 
success. 

I also desire to publicly thank Mr. S. Brown Richardson, Assistant 
Commissioner of Agriculture of the Fifth Division of the State of New 
York, for his prompt and willing c()-oj)cration at all times, and who greatlv 
assisted me in ])urchavsing and preparing the shipments of the dairy prod- 
ucts for the Kxposition. 
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In regard to the condition of the dairy products of the second shipment, 
Mr. R. A. Pearson, Acting Chief of Dairy Division, Washington, D. C, 
wrote me that he was in New York superintending the shipment, and it was 
in his opinion the finest collection of butter and cheese that ever left this 
country. 



THE FRUIT EXHIBIT. 

We take pleasure in attaching hereto the report of L. M. Hlakely on the 
fruit exhibit at the Paris Exposition : 

The American fruit at the Universal Exposition at Paris in 1900 was 
the most attractive fruit exhibit ever shown at a World's Fair in any coun- 
try. The kindness and favor shown in allotting space for American 
exhibits, b}' the French management, was especially marked in appor- 
tioning space for American fresh fruit. 

The space allotted to American fresh fruit was a glass building, cylin- 
drical in form, rising to a dome in the center, about 50 or 60 feet in height, 
novel and attractive in appearance, and convenient for the purpose. 

The exhibit comprised all the different varieties of fruit of sufficient 
durability to bear shipment and stand exposure on the exhibition table. 
The American pear and apple were the principal attractions of the exhibit, 
the latter being the special favorite, and continuing to gain favor until 
the close of the PvXposition. 

In Septeml)er, 1891), the Universal Exposition Commission, by resolu- 
tion, directed me to gather fruit for an exhibit for the Paris Exposition, 
empowering me to use such ways and means as I might deem proper for 
obtaining the same. 

As the vSeason was getting late, active work was immediately begun. 
Circular letters were sent to fruit growers throughout the fruit region of 
the State, soliciting specimens of api)les, followed later by a personal 
visitation. Quite a number of growers responded by sending specimens, 
and the following is a list of those who contributed to the exhibit from 
the crop of 1899:

Gleason, Leroy, N. Y., to await shipment to Paris. 

I deem it proper to make special mention of the enterprising spirit mani- 
fested by Mr. Gleason toward the State Commission, and of his liberal aid 
in furnishing specimens of fruit for the exhibit, and to whom much of the 
success of the exhibit of the fruit of 1899 is due. 

Mr. Gleason opened his cold storage to the gratuitous use of the 
Commission, received the specimens, and at the proper time repacked and 
shipped the same in refrigerator cars to the care of the American Line 
steamer, contributing from his well selected private stock sufficient fruit to 
make up the balance of the exhibit. 

The shipment comprised the following packages : —

The evaporated fruit, of which there were five sections, were furnished 
as follows: 

Section No. 1, by the Petri Fruit Company, Rochester; Section No. 2, 
by William E. Shaeffer, Lockport ; Section No. 3. bj^ Bown Brothers, 
Despatch; Section Nos. 4-5, by E. B. Mather, A. B. Williams & Co., 
William Gaylor, all of Sodus, and known as the ** Wayne County Exhibit." 

This exhibit was very attractive, and comprised all the marketable 
portions of the apple, a demand for which is found in different parts of 
Europe. The exhibit was installed in the original packages in which the 
fruit was shipped. The space allotted consisted of five sections, each being 
of the following dimensions, to wit: 3 ft. front by 2 ft. in depth, and 
8 ft. in height. These packages, which were furnished by the New York 
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State Commission to the exhibitors, had French plate glass fronts, 
against which the fruit was neatly packed, making, when installed, 
a very handsome display. The collective exhibit, consisting of five sections, 
was awarded a silver medal. 

The fresh fruit and the samples of evaporated fruit, held for the jury of 
awards, was placed in cold storage at Havre; from thence it was brought 
to Paris at such times and in such quantities as were required to replenish 
the exhibit tables, until the close of the Exposition. The choice condition 
in which the exhibit remained was a matter of surprise, even to those 
having large exi)erience in fruit handling. The crop of 1899 held up and 
remained attractive imtil the final contCvSt, and was shown in competition 
with the fruit of the crop of 1900 in all concours. 

American fruits took first place over those of foreign countries, and 
New York State apples were in higher favor than those of other States, 
as is evidenced by the large number of prizes awarded to New York State 
fruit growers. The counties bordering on the lakes appear to have 
advantages in soil and climate, which gives a finer quality and flavor 
to the fruit than the same grown in other States. 

The advantageous position of the American Fruit Pavilion brought 
the exhibt to the notice of a large portion of the visitors, and no one 
exhibit attracted more attention than the fruit. 

The Pavilion was filled each day with people from opening until the 
closing hour, and the visitation continued with unabated interest until 
the close of the Exposition. 

The possibilities of the apple crop of the State of New York can hardlv 
be estimated, if a market can be found for the output, and the exhibit at 
Paris has done much to make known to the world the superiority of our 
apple product, and to establish a foreign demand, the results of which are 
already shown by the large orders that are being received for New York 
State fresh fruit and evaporated apples.

Mrs. Metcalfe, Commissioner from the 7th District, in summing up the 
work of the representatives of the State of New York in the Department of 
Fine Arts, says : 

It is conceded that in the exhibit of 1900 America makes a brave show, 
and has received no more consideration than she well deserved: Two 
grand prizes, seven gold medals (one more than any other country ), 
twenty silver medals, forty-seven bronze medals, and thirty-nine honorable 
mentions in Painting, Class 7. In lingraving. Class S, the United States 
received one grand prize, two gold medals, two silver medals, and two 
bronze medals. 

In Sculpture, Class 9 — Three grand j)ri;fes, four gold medals, Hve silver 
medals, five bronze medals, and six honorable mentions.

In Architecture, Class 10 — Two gold medals, eleven silver medals, and 
three bronze medals. 

It is disappointing to one who takes pride in America, and who wishes 
the world to recognize thatxin art she is no longer in "swaddling clothes," 
to find that many of her best artists are not represented at all ; others not 
by their best and strongest work ; while there are canvases on the walls 
which had better been left in the privacy of the artist's studio. Yet, thanks 
to the excellent taste and tireless personal supervision of Mr. John B. 
Cauldwell, the competent and fearless United States Director of Fine Arts 
at the Paris Exposition, ably supported by the Assistant Director and 
their assistants, Mr. Charles C. Curran in painting, and Mr. John Flan- 
negan in sculpture, everything shows at its best; the good pictures are 
made better, while the bad have all possible encouragement given them 
to look their best. 

All schools of painting were represented on the jury, and conservative 
had equal chance with impressionist. Francis D. Millet was the New 
York artist honored by a place on the jury, which placed his work outside 
of competition. He was well represented by the ** Expansionist'* and 
** Unconverted.** 

Among the seven gold medalists — one more than has any other foreign 
country — is Edwin A. Abbey. His ** Hamlet** — accorded a place of honor 
by the Hanging Committee — is a most carefully executed work, which 
shows him to be not only a close student of Shakespeare, but of history as 
well. But Abbey is, above all, an illustrator, as may be seen in **The 
Deserted Village'* series, ** Daffodil,'* and **The (iood Natured Man," by 
which he is represented in Class 7. 

George DeForest Brush is a New York artist, whose work in feeling and 
technique is in close touch with the old masters. His two pictures, each 
called "Mother and Child,** have a Madonna-like quality to which a lov- 
ing hand has easily transmitted an almost divine significance, and in "The 
Artist,*' he, with a noble humility, throws himself in shadow, while the 
subject on which he is at work is irradiated with light. 

William M. Chase represents more the modem school, equally at home 
in landscape or portrait painting, with a wide-reaching influence on Ameri- 
can art. His **Big Brass Bowl*' is worthy a Vollon. His "Woman W4th 
a White Shawl*' is full of character, simply and grandly painted; while in 
his "First Touch of Autumn," he proves himself equally a landscape 
painter. 

Winslow Homer, whose pictures have in them the very sublimity of 
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Nature herself, received in New Vork all the instruction he has had from 
any. In a ** Summer Night'' he translates the grandeur of a moonlight 
niglit. He ever puts into his suliject some suggestion of the human element, 
as in his **Airs WelP' where the watch from beneath a great fog bell cries 
out through the night, the assuring "Alles ist wohl, die lichter brennen/' 

Abbot Thayer is an artist of whom New York may well l)e proud. His 
superb ** Young Woman" is modeled with a vigor rarely excelled in any 
age; his " Virgin Enthroned " has in it the spirit of the old masters, and in 
his ** Brother and Sister" he shows in portraiture like feeling and skill. 

Of the twenty silver medalists. New York may appropriate Bisbing, who 
studied there; Walter A. Clark, Charles Dana Gibson, with whose charac- 
teristic drawings all the world is familiar; Childe Hassam, who first capti- 
vated the public heart with his wet streets; the spirited illustrator, Arthur 
Keller; and Robert Reid, so favorably known as a decorator and into all 
of whose work enters largely the decorative element. 

Of the forty -seven bronze medalists, we claim Katherine Abl)ott, whose 
'^Anxiety " has in it a (juality like that of the early Dutch painters ; Rol)ert 
Blum, who revels in color; j. Carrol Beck with; George H. Bogart, so 
versatile in style; Louise Cox; Bruce Crane, with his fine feeling for land- 
scape; Dearth, whose lurid landscape, though fine in eft'ect, is scarcely rep- 
resentative; Dessar, of whom the same may be said, although there is a 
Milletish touch in his ** Moonlight " with ship; Ben Foster, whose moon- 
light landscape is a veritable portrait of Nature at that mysterious hour; 
Franzen, ours l)y adoption, whose Exposition work fails to key up to that 
which he usually shows us; Baer, who has abandoned other art fields for 
that of miniature painting, lirings to it exquisite taste and sentiment; 
Howard Chandler Chrysty, who has rendered texture so admirably in his 
drawings for illustrations; Roliert David (>anley; Seymour (niy, charac- 
teristically represented; Albert Harter, clinging to the literary element 
l)elonging to illustrations, which is his true forte; H. Bolton Jones, in his 
characteristically realistic landscape; Sargent Kendall, in his cool and gray 
**St. Ives, Pray for Me;" Needham ; Charles A. Flatt, coml^ining so charm- 
ingly realism and sentiment; Benjamin Porter; Henry W. Ranger, who in 
addition to his fine landscape, with its wonderful study of clouds, has 
extracted sentiment from even the Brooklyn Bridge; Charles Schreyvogel, 
who shows horses full of action ; Charles T. Smedlev, with his characterful 
illustrations; Albert Harter, with his little gem of '* Mother and Child," 
** Portrait of a Lady," and characteristic illustration ; Robert W. Vonnoh, 
in his charming ** Portraits of Children ;" J. Alden Weir, in his finely posed 
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and well painted portrait of ** Young Girl in Gray ''and his truthful and 
interesting **Ice Cutters/' and Irving R. Wise, in the quiet tones of his 
** Portraits." 

Of the thirty-nine artists who received honorable mention, from New 
York come R. A. Blakelock, F. S. Church, so unique and delicate in his 
manner of portraying feminine charms, to which even brute creatures yield ; 
Irving Couse, seen here in his excellent **Along the Quai;'* Charles C. Cur- 
ran, who is in the Exposition represented by the dainty and delicate phase 
of his art in **The Peris" and **The Dew;" Charles Warren Eaton, by his 
two small landscapes full of qualit3% though far from being his most impor- 
tant work; A. B. Frost, in a characteristic humorous illustration; E. E. 
Garnsey, in decoration in National Pavilion; Jules Geurin, by illustrations 
of University' Heights ; William N. H^^de, by a portrait; Isaac A. Josephi, 
by some interesting portrait miniatures; Frederick A. Kost, by his **01d 
Vanderbilt Dock," thoroughly Dutch in feeling and treatment; Homer Lee, 
in his ** Portrait of a Sky-Scraper ; " Albert Lucas; Willard Metcalf, in his 
interesting but scarcely representative ** Summer Twilights;" C. Morgan 
Macllhenny is, in subject and treatment, characteristically represented in 
** November Evening" and **0n the Highlands," as is Robert C. Miner in 
his fine ** Moonlight; J. Francis Murphy, in his charming landscapes, 
though he has done those of far greater importance ; Walter L. Palmer is 
seen at his best in **San Marco" and the ** Senator's Birthplace;" F. K. M. 
Rehn has done better work than in a ** November in Gloucester Harbor;" 
Will Robinson renders ** Moonlight on the Sea" in an interesting manner, 
and John G.Saxon a ** Sunset in the Dunes;" Henry B.Snell,in a ** Twilight 
at Sea," renders the very soul of the solemn hour; while Charles J. Theriat 
shows a fine small portrait. 

Aside from Wvant and Innes of those gone over to the "majority," 
whose influence remains a power in American art, Homer Martin, Eichel- 
berger, and Theodore Robinson are represented in the Exposition. 

To most of the New York artists whom thejury of the Exposition of 1900 
have delighted to honor, the art world would give its unqualified approval 
of their judgment, while awards have been given to a few far less deserving 
of them than scores whose merit has been unrecognized ; men who have 
taken highest honors at home, though in most instances represented in 
Paris by what is far from being their best or most important work. 

In Class 8 — Engraving and Etching — Whistler again bore off the g^and 
prize — little wonder to one who knows what a wizard he is with the 
needle. If New York may not claim him, she has proprietorship in the only 
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gold medalists in the United States section— Timothy Cole and Joseph Pen- 
nell, the former translating so lovingly the old masters, and the latter giv- 
ing even added charm to the Nature he so feelingly interprets, that from 
the hand of either one scarcely misses color. 

The two silver medalists are also New York men; E.Schladitz and Henry 
Wolf, as are the captors of the bronze medals, H. Davidson and S. G. 
Putnam. 

In Sculpture — Class 9 — the three grand prizes go to New York. Freder- 
ick McMonnies, who in his large and important groups of the *'Army'' 
and **Navy,*' represents characteristically each arm of the service. His 
** Group of Horses*' is full of action, while the lithe, sinewy figure of the 
man who controls them shows well the power of the mind of man over 
brute creation. 

The figure of "Shakespeare'* is full of dignity, with detail of costume 
most carefully rendered. 

The much criticized ** Bacchante** is a graceful figure, whatever may be 
ones idea of the propriety of the subject, and the '* Child Carrying Duck*' 
truthfully represents both child and duck nature. 

Augustus St. Gaudens breathes in his work the spirit of the best age of 
Greece, when scul])tors knew how to treat draper}- so that it enhanced the 
beauty of the figure. Like them he avoids the nude, but combines the 
realistic and the ideal in a most interesting manner. The **Shaw Memo- 
rial" is still full of action and so detached from the background that the 
figures are almost statues, yet saved from the purely realistic by the figure 
of the angel brooding above the brave colored heroes with their yet braver 
colonel. A kindly coat of dust brings out in still stronger relief the figures 
so well colored in plaster to represent the original bronze. 

The ** Puritan,'* happily placed outside, impresses one with the true 
sturdiness of character of the type that it represents. 

The*' Angel with the Tablet'* — the original of which is owned by the 
French Government and finds a resting place in the Luxembourg Gallery — 
is a Ixrautiful and dignified conception in bas-relief, and his "Portrait 
Medalions** are full of character and individualty. But no sculptor of any 
nation, has a grander conception, nor a better executed one, than St. 
Gaudens* "Ecjuestrian Statue of (leneral Sherman.** Were there nothing 
l^eyond the conventional in his treatment of the subject, he has given to 
the General a dignity of bearing worthy the man. The horse is not the 
well fed, carefully groomed stud of the conventi(mal statue, but shows 
that ** Marching to the Sea ** is no holiday pastime, even for a horse. The 
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starved muscles of his flanks stand out in an almost exaggerated manner— 
in casting, the sculptor will somewhat modify this. What gives to the 
statue its uniqueness, is the beautiful ** Victory "—St. Gaudens in the 
gentleness of his nature prefers to call her ** Peace." Striding before, 
bearing aloft a palm branch, she makes way for the victorious General. 
The lines of her figure are worthy a Samothrace, and the drapery as well, 
while the conception of such a statue leads one to hope, that if France, by a 
forced exaggeration in sculpture, shows a weakness such as begun to mark 
the downfall of the golden age of Greece, America shall take up the tradi- 
tions bequeathed from that period and lead them on to future fruition. 

Daniel C. French, in his ** Washington," though not departing from the 
conventional, has given a dignified and noble representation of the hero 
whose statue we are proud to offer to France. 

The gold medals in Sculpture, New York divides with the rest of the 
States. 

Phimister Proctor, whose animals suggest Barye, and George Gray 
Barnard, whose **God Pan " outside the Palace of the Beaux Arts, attracts 
deserved attention, while within, he is represented b}" *'The Two Natures," 
where two athletes are struggling for the mastery. 

Of the five silver medalists in Sculpture, but one is a New Yorker, John 
F'lannegan, who shows an excellent **Head of an Athlete" and some 
medalions in metal. 

Of the five bronze medals in Class 9, New York secures two, through J. 
H. Rondebust by his vigorous ** Wrestlers," and Bessie Potter Vonnoh, 
whose work has something in it of the quality of the little Tanegra 
statuettes. 

Among the six honorable mentions. New York claims two, in John 
Gelert with the ^* Little Architect" and Caroline C. Peddle's artistic 
** Bronze Clock." 

In Architecture— Class 10— the gold medalists are both of New York; 
Boring and Tilton who show ** Ellis Island," and Mackim, Mead & White, 
who exhibit the ** University Club." **The Boston Public Library," and 
** Columbia College Library." 

Of the ten who received silver medals. New York claims three : Ernest 
Flagg, who is represented by the ** Singer" and **Scribner" buildings; 
George B. Post by the ** Union Trust Bank," and Warren Whitney by the 
**New York Yacht Club," New York Harbor, with ** Scenes from the 
Hudson River," and ** Approaching the City," as well as the "Harbor as 
Seen from Brooklvn." 
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Of the three bronze medals ji^iven in this chiss, New York takes two, 
through Bruce Price, represented by the ''American Surety Building," and 
Ha^'den & Shepard by a ''Church at Scarborough," New York. 

In a comparative examination of the architectural exhibit of the 
United States, one is impressed by the fact that New York architects excel 
in important buildings and skyscrapers, while those of Boston and Phila- 
delphia, perhaps, give greater charm to villas and suburban residences in 
general. 

At the moment of writing, pictures by Charles \Yarren Baton, Homer 
Lee, Charles C. Curran and Sargent Kendall have l)een bought by the 
French Minister of Fine Arts, while negotiations are pending for those of 
Benjamin Foster, George DeForest Brush, and Winslow Homer. 



THE TRANSPORTATION EXHIBIT. 

When it became known that the United States (TOvernnient would send 
a very complete exhibit of our new navy to the Paris Exposition, in the 
shape of models of the difl'erent classes of battleships, cruisers, and gun- 
boats, it occurred to the New York State Commission that a collection of 
yacht models, showing the advancement of yacht marine architecture, 
would be both instructive and interesting. 

Mr. John R. Buchan, a prominent member of the New York Yacht Club, 
was authorized by this Commission to collect such models as the various 
yacht clubs and private owners and builders would loan for the exhibit. 
It was particularly desired to have a complete collection of the Cuj) 
defenders, from the time of the "America," and so many as were extant 
were cheerfully loaned l)y the owners, the rest being built for the occasion 
by Gustav Grahn of Brooklyn, from the original designs, the expense being 
borne by the Commission. 

In addition were many handsome full models of steam and sailing 
yachts, launches, and ice-boats, representing our fastest pleasure vessels, 
and some forty half-models, loaned by the New York and Seawanhaka 
yacht clubs and private individuals. Beside the yacht models there were 
many valuable marine paintings and photographs, making in all a most 
complete display of our yachting supremacy, as may lie seen by the 
following list :

As the work progressed its scope widened until the exhibit included 
some very handsome models of whaleb^cks from the great lakes, ferry- 
boats, tugboats, railroad transportation floats, pilot boats and fishermen, 
which could not fail to be of interest to jDcople of the Continent. The 
entire exhibit was packed in waterproof cases, insured against all possible 
loss or damage, and stowed in the government vessel Prairie, under the 
personal supervision of Mr. John R. Buchan, assisted by Mr. G. C. Foster, 
whose experience in the delicate handling and setting up of yacht models 
was of great advantage 

The entire consignment arrived with no material damage at the Expo- 
sition grounds in Paris, where handsome space had been provided, which 
was fronted by a well executed facade by Mr. Joseph H. Taft, 41 East 20th 
Street, New York, and was in due course set up by Mr. John Getz, Director 
of Decorations. 

This nautical display was unique, there being none other at the Expo- 
sition, and attracted hundreds each day during the continuance of the 
Fair. At its close, Messrs. Buchan and Foster carefully repacked the 
collection, and it was shipped on the I'. S. S. Prairie, landing in excellent 
condition at the navy yard on January 23d, notwithstanding a most 
tempestuous voyage. From there it was taken to New York, and finally 
distributed to the various owners. 
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FORESTRY EXHIBIT. 

The exhibit made by the Forest, Fish and Game Commission was 
intended to show in a simple manner the various kinds of commercial 
woods growing in the State of New York. There were eighty-four of 
these native or indigenous species, and they included all the leading woods 
used in the building and furniture trades. The specimens were uniform 
in size, each one being twelve inches long, five inches wide, and three-quar- 
ters of an inch thick. Each species was represented by two of these 
specimen strips. One showed the rough surface of the wood as it came 
from the saw, the opposite side having a smooth surface, showing its 
appearance as worked in a planing machine or under a carpenter's hand 
plane. The second specimen of the same species was finished in oil on 
one side; and, on the other side, in varnish, with a fine polish or 
** piano finish.'' Some of the species were represented by more than two 
pieces, in order to show better the beautiful peculiarities of the wood, 
such as curly and birdseye maple; and, also, to show its appearance 
when quarter-sawed or otherwise. 

The exhibit was arranged on six large frames, each containing thirty 
pieces, or one hundred and eighty in all. Neatly printed labels, giving 
both the common and botanical names, were attached to each piece. 
The varnished specimens showed a high workmanlike finish, which 
brought out clearly the beautiful grain of certain species, such as birds- 
eye or curly maple, cherry, ash, birch, black walnut, butternut, sycamore, 
and the various oaks. The satiny whiteness of the holly, and the varie- 
gated colors of the sumach, attracted the favorable attention of many 
of our New Yorkers, who expressed surprise that such beautiful speci- 
mens could be found among our native woods. 

The exhibit proved very attractive to all persons interested in wood- 
working machinery or wood-working trades, especiall3'' the lumbermen 
and furniture makers. At the same time it had an educational value 
for many visitors who had hitherto paid little attention to the various 
timber resources of our State. 

Another interesting feature of the exhibit was the great difference in 
the appearance of certain species as shown under the different kinds of 
finish. A careful study of the various specimens would soon enable any 
student interested in such matters to recognize an3'' of our commercial 
woods at a glance. The exhibit was prepared by Mr. A. B. Strough, 
under the plans and directions of Col. William F. Fox, Superintendent 
of State Forests. It was awarded a gold medal and a certificate of 
merit. 
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DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION AND SOCIAL 

ECONOMY. 

A strong interest was felt in educational circles in the United States 
that our countr\' should be adequately represented at the Paris Exposition 
of 1900. The reason for this was two fold: firsts the prominence given 
education by the French authorities in the Exposition classification and 
arrangement; second, the necessity of redeeming the meager exhibition of 
the United States in 1889. 

Naturally, New York was expected to take a large share in a national 
exhibit owing to its prominence as a State and its highh' centralized 
system of public instruction. The Director of the Department of Education 
and Social Economy for the United States was Howard J. Rogers of 
Albanj', Deputy State Superintendent of Public Instruction. It was there- 
fore determined by Superintendent Charles R. Skinner of the Department of 
Public Instruction and Secretary Melvil Dewey of the University of the 
State of New York to put at Mr. Rogers' discretion the representation 
from this State. For this purpose the Legislature granted $10,000, pay- 
able by the Comptroller upon the approval of the Director of Education for 
the United States. 

The United States exhibit in education was planned from an absoluteh' 
national standpoint. It was impossible to recognize States or any parts 
thereof as units. All were treated as contributors to the exhibit of the 
Nation. We were exhibiting in a foreign nation with other foreign nations 
as competitors. It is a matter of little consequence to them whether one 
State has a better or worse educational system than another. For this 
reason it was necessary in order to present an intelligible exhibit to a 
foreign audience to present in each class, or subdivision, of education, a 
summary of the best educational methods in our country-, irres])ective of 
locality. At the same time all work contributed by any locality- or b}- any 
State was credited to that locality or State, and was so catalogued and 
judged for award. 

The main divisions of the United States educational section were as 
follows: Kindergarten, elementary schools (subdivided into primary' and 
grammar sections covering four years each), secondary schools, higher 
education. The exhibit in higher education was also subdivided into 
departments: The general courses of philosphy, sociologv, and history, 
language and literature, pure science, fine arts, law, medicine, theology; 
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and special and technical courses in education, law, medicine, theology, 
engineering, architecture, agriculture, and other special courses. Colleges 
and universities contributed to one or more of these departments as they 
might choose or as specially requested. As a result of this arrangement 
we had in elementary and secondary education work arranged grade by 
grade, illustrating the most advanced processes and methods of instruc- 
tion in our public schools ; and in higher education illustrations in series of 
the most advanced work and processes in all of the great faculties or 
departments of our universities. 

ELEMENTARY AND SECONDARY EDUCATION. 

In the elementary and secondary grades the cities of Albany and New 
York in this State were selected to prepare work in all grades, from kinder- 
garten through the higher school. This was done with the utmost thorough- 
ness by both these cities, and their system of instruction and the proficiency 
of the pupils were highly praised by jurors and critics. At the close of the 
Exposition the entire exhibit of Albany was given to the Ministry of 
Public Instruction, Russia, for the pedagogical museum in St. Petersburg. 
About 50 i^er cent, of the New York City exhibit was divided between the 
Ministry of Public Instruction of Russia and the Ministry of Public 
Instruction of France. 

A special feature of the New York City educational exhibit, entirely 
unique in the history of exhibits, was the bringing before the eyes of an 
audience the various school activities, which it was possible to portray by 
moving pictures with the projecting camera. Sixteen views were prepared 
and successfully shown, including the assembly of a school with patriotic ex- 
ercises; dismissals from assembly rooms to class rooms; kindergarten classes 
and games; recess games; manual training workshops in operation; class 
room and other gymnastics; cooking class, and fire drills. The exhibition 
of these pictures in the large hall of the Social Economy building showed to 
a foreign audience, as nothing else could have done, how our school children 
work and play, and the spirit and set up of the average American young- 
ster. The most novel part of the exhibition was the combination of the 
phonograph with the projectoscope, by which it was possible to hear the 
music of the march while the children are seen marching, and to hear their 
voices as they are seen singing. 

The preparation of this exhibit required considerable money on the part 
of the city, and long and arduous labor on the part of Associate Superin- 
tendent A. T. Schauffler, of New York, under whose supervision the entire 



plan was developed. Dr. Schauffler also accompanied the New York exhibit 
to Paris, installed it, and gave bi-weekly exhibitions of the projectoscope 
accompanied by lectures, during the months of May and June. He was 
succeeded for the months of JuW and August by Associate Superintendent 
J.J. Haaren, of Brooklyn. The whole enterprise was extremely creditable 
to the public spirit and enterprise of the New York City Board of 
Education. 

Other localities furnished special work in various grades; such as 
Rochester in the kindergarten section; Saratoga, IJtica, Binghamton, 
Middletovvn, and Whitehall in the elementary and secondary sections. 

The Department of Public Instruction of the State of New York made a 
comprehensive exhibit of the management and control of the schools imder 
its jurisdiction, and the distribution of the State school moneys. 

The Department of Public Instruction exhibit received three grand 
prizes : one in class one, elementary education ; one in class two, secondary' 
education, and one in class six, industrial and commercial education. In 
the awarding of prizes, the cities of Albany and New York were considered 
apart and received respective!}^ gold medals and grand prizes in classes one 
and two. The other localities of New York which contributed material 
were considered as collaborators with the State department. The normal 
school system was considered as a unit and received a gold medal. 

The principal exhibitors in the normal school section from the State of 
New York were the Oswego and Potsdam normal schools with some 
general material from the other schools. Under the direction of Dr. 
William J. Milne of the Albany Normal College, a pamphlet of some sixty 
pages was prepared entitled the '* Normal School Idea** which outlined the 
rise and development of the normal schools of the State. 

In the section for training of teachers was also an exhibit from the New 
York Training School for Teachers, New York City, illustrating special 
devices in methods for teaching nature study. The exhibit was awarded a 
gold medal. 

HIGHER KDrCATION. 

The principal exhibitors from this State in Class 3 were the Univer- 
sity of the State of New York, Columbia University, Cornell Universit\% 
New York University, Vassar College, and Teachers* College. The exhibit 
of the University' of the State of New York, in addition to a full set of 
publications, dealt particularly with the university extension, or home 
education work, carried on under its auspices. As collaborators with 
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the university in this exhibit were Pratt Institute, Brooklyn; Rochester 
Athenaeum and Mechanics Institute; Chautauqua People's Institute, New 
York City; and department of free lectures, board of education, New 
York City. The museum department of the University also contributed 
a full set of paleontological reports. There was also specially bound for 
exhibition copies of ** Professional Education in the United States," the 
result of an exhaustive investigation on the part of the university on the 
requirements of the different States of the Union relative to the various 
professions. The entire exhibit of the university received a grand prize. 
The various collaborators above mentioned received an honorable men- 
tion. 

In Class 3 was included the exhibit of the American Library Associa- 
tion, which was prepared by the New York State Library. Owing to 
lack of space the exhibit was installed in the social economy section, to 
which it was in some degree allied. The exhibit was very comprehensive, 
was highly valued, and received a grand prize. A special grand prize was 
also voted to Librarian Melvil Dewey for his services in the interest of 
library economy and classification. 

Columbia University exhibited in the department of language and lit- 
erature with special reference to the inter-relation of the library with all 
the other university departments; and in the department of education, 
where much interesting material and valuable data were contributed from 
the department of psychology. From the Teachers' College also, which is 
allied with Columbia, was received a very comprehensive exhibit demon- 
strating the course of study and methods of instruction in that institution. 
The exhibit received a gold medal. 

Cornell University exhibited in the department of engineering, giving 
special attention to the development of the civil engineering course. The 
exhibit received a gold medal. From the New York University School of 
Pedagogy was contributed a most interesting and valuable series of charts 
illustrating the course of study in the school and giving much valuable 
data on special investigation. The exhibit received a silver medal. Vassar 
College, in addition to the material sent under the auspices of the Society of 
Collegiate Alumnae, also exhibited in the department of sociologj-^ and his- 
tory, receiving a special award of a gold medal. 

One of the interesting exhibits in Class 3 was that of J. C. Hemment's 
series of photographs illustrating typical games and sports in American 
colleges. The development and training of our college athletes and our 
gymnasium facilities were a revelation to the foreign world, and was of

particular interest at this juncture owing to the overwhelming victor^' of 
our college athletes at the Olympian games held during the summer. 

ART EDUCATION. 

The only exhibit under this class from the State of New York was that 
of the Art Students* League of New York City. This was one of the three 
American art schools for w^hich space could be granted at the Exposition, 
and the exhibit was of such excellence that it received a gold medal from 
one of the most critical and technical juries of the Exposition. At the close 
of the exhibition the Ministry of Public Instruction of France requested the 
exhibit for the pedagogical museum of France, beaux arts section. This 
request was complied with b\' the authorities of the Art Students' League. 

COMMERCIAL AM) INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION. 

Lack of space prevented an adequate display of our commercial educa- 
tion. A collective exhibit was made for the United States by the Albany 
Business College, Albany, N. Y. The only other New York contributor to 
this section was Packard Commercial School of New Y'ork City. Both 
exhibits were admirable, and both received gold medals. 

Industrial education, from its nature, required more space for exploita- 
tion than could well be given. The New York Trade School was therefore 
selected as a ty^pe of this kind of instruction, and made by means of photo- 
graphs and charts an instructive, condensed, but still comprehensive 
exhibit of the work of this class of schools. 

EDUCATION OF DEFECTIVES. 

While not classified by the French under Group I, the United States 
exhibit of instruction for defectives was placed thereunder as conforming to 
the idea prevailing in the United States that the education of defective 
children is as much a State charge as the education of the normal child ; 
and that it is in no wise a charity. In this section the only school from 
New York to exhibit was the New York Institution for Deaf Mutes. An 
attractive photographic and statistical exhibit was prepared, which re- 
ceived a gold medal. 

The exhibit which brought the most credit to the State of New York, 
which was received with the liveliest appreciation abroad, and which was 
of the most scientific and permanent vahie, was the series of nineteen 
monographs covering the entire field of educational efl'ort. 

The larger portion of the special fund appropriated by the Legislature 
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for the educational exhibit was devoted to this purpose. It was the opin- 
ion of the Director that, inasmuch as the various localities would exhibit 
enough material to illustrate the methods of instruction prevalent in the 
State, no better use could be made of this fund for the credit of New York 
State than to present to the world a carefully prepared resumd of the 
development of education in this country and a concise statement of its 
condition at the close of the nineteenth century. The history of New York 
schools and institutions would in a great part be the history of the United 
States. In this opinion of the Director, the legislative committees who 
recommended the appropriation and the comptroller unanimously agreed. 
The securing of the specialists and experts to write the monographs, the 
outline of the series, and the editing of the copy was entrusted to Dr. 
Nicholas Murray' Butler of Columbia University'. The value and apprecia- 
tion of the work far exceeded the expectation of its designers. Each writer 
seemed to catch the spirit of the enterprise, and the result was a compen- 
dium of educational information unequaled in its comprehensiveness and 
interest. No part of the United States exhibit at Paris, educational or 
otherwise, received such high commendation from the foreign press and 
foreign critics, and earnest requests for copies of the series were received 
from every civilized country' in the world long after the Exposition closed. 
The following extract from the Revue Pedagogique, the leading French 
authority on educational matters, is of interest: 

"We cannot thank too much the representatives of American education for having taken 
the pains to publish, specially for the Paris Exposition, a detailed study, exhaustive, full of 
information, on each phase of their system of instruction — or education, as they term it; mono- 
grams, in truth, which leave nothing in the dark concerning their admirable educational 
establishments, public or private. The State of New York has taken the initiative in this 
important publication, which comprises two volumes in all. of about 500 pages each. • • ♦ 
They have been entrusted to the editing of competent writers and distinguished specialists ; 
some are signed by such eminent names in American pedagogy as M. Harris, M. Draper, for 
example. 

•* Dr. Nicholar Murray Butler, professor of philosophy in Columbia University and editor of 
the •* Educational Review,*' has introduced them in a valuable preface in which is a resum^ on 
broad lines of the situation of education in the United States. ♦ ♦ ♦ It is extremely desirable 
that this precious collection be translated into French. From whom can we better obtain 
information of American educational institutions than from the Americans themselves? Would 
it be other than a courtesy to translate them into our own tongue, in order to place at the doors 
of all the friends of education, where we can take with full hands from the original sources 
these treasures of information, which have been prepared with so much care purposely for us, 
and of which the printing must have been costly, as 5,000 copies of each were struck off for free 
distribution."

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COMMERCIAL EXHIBITS. 



It was impossible to provide for the commercial side of education in the 
space assigned in Group I. It was absolutely necessary' to use every foot 
of this available space to show the development of the public schools and 
higher educational institutions. After the consideration of various plans 
and spaces, there was finally set aside for the use of the educational section 
540 sq. ft. in the United States section in the Esplanade des Invalides. Of 
this space 300 sq. ft., 20x15 was given to the American School-Church 
Furniture Company, New York City, for the exhibit of desks, chairs and 
other school furniture. The remaining 240 feet available was not contigu- 
ous with the 300 feet granted the furniture company, but was in a more 
desirable situation upon the main aisles of the building. Here we placed 
the exhibit of Silver, Burdett & Company of New York City, the Prang 
Educational Company of New York and Boston, and C. W. Bardeen of 
Syracuse, New York. All of these firms made interesting and attractive 
exhibits and received high recognition by the international juries. 

This section of the educational exhibit was under the supervision of Mr. 
Harold B. Skinner of Albany, New York, who had been connected with the 
United States Commission during the period of preparation of the exhibit, 
but was emplo3'ed during the Exposition period by the book companies 
above mentioned. 

The only other school book publishing company to exhibit was the 
American Book Compan\' of New York City, whose cases were placed 
lengthwise in the main aisle of the educational section. Group I. This 
exhibit was very complete, comprising over 600 volumes of school publica- 
tions, and the entire exhibit was presented at the close of the Exposition to 
the Ministry of Public Instruction of France. 

CONCLUSION. 

The -success of the United States educational exhibit in which the exhibit 
of this State played such an important factor, has been universally admit- 
ted. Three facts suflicienth- attest this : First, the criticisms of the domes- 
tic and foreign press; second, the awards of the juries; third, appreciation 
of the exhibit b}' foreign experts. As a striking demonstration of the latter 
point it may be mentioned that the City of Manchester, England, on the 
strength of the report of its educational representatives, sent especially to 
investigate our system of education, entered into an arrangement with the 
United States Commission whereby the city assumed the entire cost 
of packing and transporting the exhibit to Manchester, where it was 
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re-installed in exactly the vsame manner as at Paris, and put on exhibition 
during the months of February and March. The object was to give to 
English teachers and school-men an object lesson of the methods and 
interest in education as they exist in the United States. The English critics 
have been highly pleased with the exhibit, and it is confidently expected 
that much permanent good in the way of suggestion and inspiration may 
result. 

A list of the awards granted the schools and institutions of New York

SOCIAL ECONOMY. 

This group and its classification was in great part new to exposition 
work, and was framed with special reference to French and European con- 
ditions. In most classes, however, the analogy of existing conditions in 
the United States was sufficiently close to warrant proceeding upon the 
lines of the official classification. 

No pains were spared by the French to make this exhibit a worthy sum- 
ming up of the progress achieved in all lines of social reform during the 
century then closing, and in this they were, with few exceptions, heartiW 
assisted by the other nations. While in 1889 social economy had a special 
room for the display of its exhibits, in 1900 it had its own palace, a 
spacious building on the banks of the Seine, which it only shared with the 
International Congresses which held their reunions there during the expo- 
sition year. 

This building was thoroughly adequate for the purpose. The division 
of space between France and the visiting nations, however, was such that. 
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while the former countrj'^ had more space than it could well utilize, a num- 
ber of other countries, including the United States, were much restricted in 
their exhibits by the smallness of the space at their disposal. 

In Class 105, factory and mine inspection; 109, insurance and banking; 
111, hygiene, and 112 charities and hospitals, the classification corre- 
sponded to the legal bureaus established in our states and cities with juris- 
diction over these subjects, and our exhibit, particularly from the States of 
New York and Massachusetts, were strong and interesting. In the other 
classes the work begun by private initiative had to be depended on for the 
most part. In some instances, such as the Tenement House Committee, 
and League for Social Service of New York, this was quite sufficient. 

The following state departments of New York made important and 
scientific exhibits, and received high commendations and recompenses from 
the juries: Insurance Department, Banking Department, Board of Health, 
Lunacy Commission, Bureau of Labor Statistics, Bureau of Factory 
Inspection, Board of Mediation and Arbitration, Board of Charities. 

The subjects embraced in Group XVI were of such a varied nature that 
it was necessary to employ experts as special agents to supervise the 
preparation and collection of material. In classes 108 and 110 the League 
for Social Service of New York City through its President, Dr. Josiah 
Strong, and its Secretary, Dr. William H. Tolman, filled this position and 
made a most interesting exhibit of the various movements for social and 
industrial betterment. In Class 112 T. E. McGarr, Secretary of the State 
Lunacy Commission, Albany, collected the exhibit illustrating the care and 
treatment of the insane; Homer Folks and Edward T. Devine of New York 
City took in charge the exhibit of charities and hospitals. The work done 
by these gentlemen and other members of the special staff was remarkably 
brilliant considering the short space of time in which the subjects were to 
be worked up, and in not a single instance was there a failure to present a 
substantial and creditable exploitation of conditions existing in the United 
States 

NOTEWORTHY EXHIBITS. 

Some of the exhibits from New York State, in addition to the State 
department exhibits above mentioned, which deserve a special notice are 
as follows: Class 105, workmen*s dwellings; the Tenement House Com- 
mittee of the Associated Charities of New York City, showing by large 
card-board models, 5x4 feet, former conditions in the tenement house 
district, and the model dwellings now being erected. The exhibit received 
a grand prize. 
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In Class 109, the Equitable and Mutual life insurance companies de- 
monstrated in handsome manner the great business done in life insurance. 
By a decision of the jury, the exhibits of the old-line companies were de- 
classified from Group XVI, and received no awards. We quote this 
decision : 

**The exhibit presents no element, either of social relief or technical 
nature, viewed from the standpoint of Group XVI, Social Economy. 

**No awards are given to any life insurance companies of any country 
which present only features of an industrial or commercial importance. 
These elements are, a priori, eliminated from any admission to apprecia- 
tion.'* 

In Class 111, the J. L. Mott Iron Works Company, of New York, were 
selected by the Director of the department to make an exhibit of a model 
bath-room which should show the latest improved hygienic devices and 
arrangements. This exhibit, on which nearly ten thousand dollars was 
spent, was by far the most beautiful in the Exposition, and attracted 
world-wide attention . 

In Class 112, the Presbyterian Hospital, of New York City, constructed 
a beautiful model of a hospital ward, which was enclosed in a plate glass 
show-case, six feet square. It was a most striking and scientific exhibit. 

A comprehensive table of awards granted the whole United States ex- 
hibits, and the number belonging to New York exhibits, is as follows:

This report gives but a summary necessarily of the actual work done. 
We add hereto as complete a list as possible of exhibitors from our State 
and prizes secured. We also add a list of papers furnished gratuitously 
to our Commission. Your Commission was glad to be able to devote con- 
siderable time to the work entrusted to it, and is satisfied with what has 
been secured. We believe that, in commercial advantages, the work has 
more than compensated for the outlay of money and time. We are assured 
that our exhibits will prove to be of actual commercial value to the State. 
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Especially is this true in our fruit section. The impression made upon 
foreigners as regards the flavor and keeping qualities of New York apples 
was most marked, and the inquiries made indicate a growing and 
expansive trade. The same may be said in only a slightly lesser degree 
of our dairy products and native commercial woods. Aside from all 
this, the advertising feature of New York State exhibits and towns was 
most impressive, and while of course accurate results can never be given 
as regards exhibits, we are abundantly satisfied that the future of trade 
is brighter because of the efforts put forth by the New York State Com- 
mission and New York State exhibitors. 

It gives us pleasure to thus publicly acknowledge the courtesies ex- 
tended to us and our work by the Commissioner General of the United 
States, Ferdinand W. Peck, and to his able assistant, Benjamin D. Wood- 
ward, Assistant Commissioner General of the United States. Their work 
was most difficult and trying, and the assistance given to us from time to 
time was much appreciated. We would also return our thanks to the able 
representatives on the National Commission from New York State, the 
Honorable Louis Stern and the Honorable Arthur E. Valois, for all their 
help and kindnesses. They were ever mindful of all the interests of our 
great State, and co-operated with us most heartily. We are also indebted 
to Director Howard J. Rogers of our State, for the very efficient aid given 
and for the great care which he gave to the educational interests of New 
York. In addition to Mrs. George W. Metcalfe, a Commissioner, and our 
Secretary', William M. Griffith, the following persons aided in carrying on 
the work of the Commission in Paris: Miss Sarah Hamlin, Miss Jane 
Griffith, William S. Estabrook, Edouard Descomps, and F. A. Cassasa. 
Mrs. Grace White served the Commission faithfull}^ in its preliminary work 
in New York. We were fortunate in our helpers. Theirs was often a 
trying and difficult position. They were obliged to be ever ready to 
render all kinds of assistance, and it is pleasant to record that they per- 
formed their work abl}' and conscientiously. 

That the work of the Commission was appreciated by the French 
Government is clear from the fact that the decoration of the Legion of 
Honor was conferred upon our President, Norton P. Otis.
